The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art teaches 
the use of an integrated circuit comprising an image processing circuit, wherein the image 
processing circuit is adapted to process digital pixel output signals produced by a digital imaging 
array. The prior art further teaches the use of the image processing circuitry being adapted to 
process saturated digital output signals differently from non-saturated digital pixel output signals 
including sampling a dark image in regions corresponding to regions of saturated digital pixel 
output signals. However, the prior art does not teach the method of having the image processing 
circuitry process saturated digital pixel output signals by subtracting an estimate of a dark image 
pattern noise for said imaging array sensors and estimates dark fixed pattern noise by sampling 
from the dark image comprising stored digital pixel output signals.
